YEAR-after year new stallions are brought to America from all over 

the world—England, France, South America, Australia. It is natural that 
breeders, after going to such expense in bringing these horses to this country 
would breed their best mares to them, and that other breeders send 

their best mares to these imported stallions. 


On the other hand we believe that an especial tribute is deserving of 

the three grand old American lines—Himyar, Ben Brush, and Spendthrift. 

Despite this continuous onslaught by imported stallions, they have held their own. 
There can be no replenishments for these lines—for they are truly all-American. 

At times their lines seem rather tenuous—then a Bimelech comes along. The 

early deaths of Domino, Commando, and Equipoise must have shortened but not 
dimmed their shadow across the American Stud Book. 


In recent years still another branch of the famous Himyar line is making its presence 
felt to an increasing degree. Questionnaire, a great-great-great grandson 

of Himyar through Plaudit, has revived a dormant branch of the family. Ques- 
tionnaire is the sire of four sons with get old enough to race and three are sires of 
stakes-winners, Requested, Hash, and Third Degree. Another son bred in this 

same pattern is Alquest, out of a Ben Brush-line Eternal mare. His fourth dam 

is from the Spendthrift line. Alquest combines the three grand all- 

American lines.

130 Pounds Is Enough Weight 


In Handicaps, Says Fitzsimmons 


MIAMI 


Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, still active and 
hearty. expressed his opinion to the writer 
at Hialeah Park last week on the question 
of weights in handicaps. The venerable 
conditioner of Belair Stud. Wheatley Sta- 
ble, and other pillars of the American 
Turf. holds firmly to the belief that no 
horse should carry more than 130 pounds 
in the bigger handicaps, notably the Sub- 
urban, Brooklyn, Butler, and others of that 
importance. 

At 130 pounds, Fitzsimmons believes the 
owner of a star handicapper should never 
hesitate to run. At the same time the Sage 
of Sheepshead Bay said that if horses can- 
not carry anything below 105 pounds they 
do not belong in the bigger classics. “They 
merely clutter up the fields, like dead- 
wood,” said Fitz, “and too often cause the 
downfall of the better runners with higher 
imposts.” 

Speaking in his quiet and rapid manner, 
Fitz continued: 

“The handicapper is in an unenviable 
position. He must satisfy the horsemen, 
the public, and the association. Getting 
good fields together, with the aim of luring 
the champion, like Citation, or a Gallant 
Fox. is the main objective, of course. 

“However, piling weight on good horses, 
beyond 130 pounds, after they have passed 
three years old is, it seems to me, respon- 
sible for loading them down to a point 
where the extra weight might shorten their 
racing careers. 

“There should be more weight-for-age 
races listed at the major courses. These 
would attract the better horses and keep 
them on the grounds for other engage- 
ments. They would likewise enable more 
private breeders, the backbone of racing, 
more opportunities to run without fear of 
the bugaboo of excessive imposts. 

“The handicap problem has raged on for 
some time. It is my opinion the solution 
to it would be a high of 130 pounds, no 
more. This would be an equitable policy. 
Then owners of good horses would have no 
chance to complain. They would be more 
inclined to run.” 

The 130 maximum is in vogue ‘at several 
racing centers—chiefly Santa Anita Park, 
in California, and at the Illinois tracks. 
The minimum in Illinois is 100 pounds. 


HELP WANTED. According to a state- 
ment just issued by the Gables Racing As- 
sociation, Tropical Park distributed 55.65

per cent of its mutuel revenue in purse 
awards during its recent 40-day meeting. 
The income of the Gables Association from 
the wagering averaged $32,690 a day. Of 
that sum $18,195 was turned over to horse- 
men. 

“Last year Delaware Park, which pro- 
claims itself a non-profit track,” reads the 
statement, “topped Tropical’s award by 
less than 1 per cent, or .71 per cent to be 
exact. At that course the association re- 
ceived a daily average of $55,368 from the 
turnover in the machines and disbursed 
$31.366 among horsemen. repre- 
sented 56.36 of the track’s mutuel income.” 

Also, it points out that Tropical Park 
represents a considerable investment, and 
the profits from the 40-day period of 1948- 
49 were so scant as hardly to be worthy of 
mention. 

“On the other hand,” the statement says, 
“the State’s gleanings well might be 
termed terrific. Florida received $1,668,- 
676 from the track’s operations. Add to 
this the $727,800 disbursed among own- 
ers, and the grand total is $2,396,476. 
Compared to that sum, the track’s return 
is negligible. 

“Two solutions to enable the organiza- 
tion to maintain high grade sport have 
been offered. One is a shortening of the 
present season by 20 days and the other 
calls for the relinquishing, by the State to 
the track, of the breakage money. Either 
must bring relief. This is much needed, 
as no one is brash enough to predict an in- 
crease in racing revenue from the mutuels. 
The majority believe the trend is the other 
way.” 


PATTERN. Apprentice Logan Batchel- 
ler was the top bug boy during the Trop- 
ical Park meeting, but at Hialeah Park 
the spotlight, in the first week of the meet- 
ing, shifted on the saddle work of Eldon 
Nelson. 22-year-old lad from Ponca City, 
Okla. 

Nelson learned to ride on ponies around 
his father’s farm before his dad took up 
carpentering, the trade he now follows. He 
went as high as the ninth grade in school. 
Eldon need not worry about weight. He 
is a natural lightweight. 

Jack Mackey, who formerly worked for 
Herbert M. Woolf when the Woolford 
Farm owner had show horses, saw Nelson 
riding quarter races in Ponca City and de- 
cided he would make a fine jockey pros- 
pect. He told Woolf about the boy. He 


soon joined up and worked for a year 


around the Woolford Farm outside Kansas 
City before he was sent to join the racing 
stable at Arlington Park in Chicago. 

He won his first race on Approval at 
Tropical Park last spring. During 1948 
he had kicked home approximately 75 
winners. The only stakes victories he 
scored were on Delegate in the Hawthorne 
Handicap last fall, with the same horse in 
Hialeah’s Inaugural on January 17, and 
the Governor’s Handicap at North Randall, 
Ohio, on Torrence C. Melrose’s Mel Hash. . 

Nelson’s ambition is to become as fa- 
mous a jockey as Ted Atkinson. 


$2,200 MINIMUM. James Donn, presi- 
dent of Gulfstream Park, and members of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association have more or less smoked the 
pipe of peace in respect to purses to be 
offered at the Hallandale meeting, March 
4 through April 19. 

Under the agreement, the daily average 
dispersal is to be $20,500, with a minimum 
purse of $2,200 and no more than five 
minimums in one afternoon. Daily fea- 
tures are to range between $2,500 and 
$3,000, and a schedule of overnight handi- 
caps will replace the usual stakes calen- 
dar, ranging from $5,000 upwards to the 
fourth running of the Gulfstream Park 
Handicap at one mile and a quarter. 

Racing Secretary W. R. Dahlstrom will 
immediately start to work writing his first 
condition book of the meeting. It will be 
ready for distribution among owners and 
trainers well in advance of the March 4 
inaugural. 

In all, Gulfstream will distribute $820,- 
000 in purse money during the forthcom- 
ing spring meeting of 40 days. which will 
conclude the Florida campaign. 


FIRST WEEK. John C. Clark, presi- 
dent, and Sam H. McCormick, secretary- 
treasurer, were quite pleased with the first 
week’s mutuel play and attendance at Hia- 
leah Park. The betting was off slightly, 
but the gate was up a bit. For the first 
six days, 91,977 persons pushed $5,338,175 
through the mutuel machines. During the 
corresponding period a year ago the totals 
were 86,607 and $5,653,533. 

With better attractions ahead, the com- 
ing days of the meeting should see a steady 
growth in returns. Whether the meeting 
will average $1,000,000 a day, as predicted 
by Mr. Clark, remains to be seen. The 
average during the first week was 


$889,696. 


THE RACING. Three stakes were of- 
fered during the first week of Hialeah’s 
meeting, with Woolford Farm’s Delegate 
scoring in the Inaugural Handicap. Fred 
W. Hooper’s Ocean Drive and Olympia 
finished one-two in the Hibiscus Stakes, 
and Mrs. E. L. Hopkins’ Three Rings won 
the Royal Palm Handicap. Each carried 
$10,000 added.

Citation Gets/Another Vote; 
The Attitude at Hialeah Park

Last week, in the column of racing’s 
friend and advocate. Dan Parker, there 
appeared a letter from one Mose Williams. 
who said he had held a license (first as 
rider, then as trainer, I gathered) from 
The Jockey Club for fifty years. I do not 
know Mr. Williams personally, but there’s 
no hurry. If he stays around long enough 
Vil get to him. 

The point is that, as a golden jubilee 
celebration, he picked the finest horseman. 
the best rider, the best filly, and the great- 
est horse he’d ever seen. They were, in 
order, W. C. Whitney, Tod Sloan, Artful. 
and Citation. 

Modern racegoers might have trouble 
identifying W. C. Whitney (grandfather 
of the present set), and [ doubt if more 
than one in ten would have more than a 
hazy recollection that they had heard 
somewhere that Sloan was a good rider. 
Artful’s Futurity, in which the previously 
undefeated Sysonby was beaten, is almost 
as forgotten as the Sheepshead Bay track 
over which it was run. 

That’s what you'd expect from an old- 
timer, brushing the dust from recollections 
almost half-century old. There were 
always giants in the old days. So this 
reader is the more impressed that the 
fourth choice is Citation, as modern as the 
new Truman. 

The insistence here, all season, has been 
that this is the only really admissible evi- 
dence. A comparison of times, between 
Man o’ War and Citation, will give Cita- 
tion the advantage in most cases, though 
not all. But what value is there in com- 
paring the times of unextended horses? 
And who is to say, really, whether John 
P. Grier was a better horse than My Re- 
quest, or that Upset or Wildair could have 
beaten Phalanx? 

The jury, if there is to be any decision, 
is that small and thinning group of men 
who were mature horsemen in 1919 and 
1920, who remembered Sysonby and Colin 
when they acclaimed Man o’ War, and 
who brought some 50 years of racing ex- 
perience to the judgment of Citation. 

James Fitzsimmons is such a man; he 
scared this tourist in Miami last winter by 
saying, “Citation’s done more, up to here, 
than any horse I ever saw—and I saw Man 
o’ War.” Max Hirsch beat the big red 


horse to the race track by more than 20 
and he said, of Citation, “There’s

never been a horse like that.” 
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another vote, from a of the 
vintage. 

When Citation began coming away, 
around the last turn and through the 
stretch of the Jockey Club Gold Cup last 
fall, with the best older horses fading be- 
hind him, there were soft thuds over the 
place. as one or another oldster dropped 
his contention that Citation, for all his 
brilliance. was not the equal of Man 0° 
War. Admittedly this doesn’t settle the 
question irrevocably, but the guess here 
is that it comes as close as it’s possible to 
come.

CANDLE. Shining like a good deed in 
a naughty world was the fact that Hia- 
leah Park, on opening day. beat the 1948 
opening both in attendance and _ betting. 
It was a circumstance entirely unexpected 
in this corner, and was therefore the more 
welcome. The comparison can’t be ex- 
tended much farther. because last year the 
second day was a Saturday. In other areas 
you would say that a Friday figures to be 
a little better than a Monday. which would 
make the gain more heartening. but this 
isn’t particularly true in Florida. where all 
days are holidays to most of the patrons. 

Last year Hialeah’s daily average was 
$1.120.155, and I note that this year John 
C. Clark has predicted an average of 
$1.000,000. The opening gives consider- 
able hope that he was justified. for the best 
part of the meeting lies ahead. 

Perhaps not utterly unrelated is the 
fact that Hialeah, instead of pulling in its 
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ears in the face of a predicted chill wind, 
has gone ahead with various improvements 
in the grounds, and has enlarged the fa. 
cilities for patrons. 

It seems to me that I remember a couple 
of race tracks, at Lexington and Latonia, 
which met declining revenue by cutting 
purses and generally reducing expenses, 
One of them is now a slum clearance area, 
and the other is a storage yard for oil and 
gasoline.

OBITUARY 


John Walters 


John Walters, 76. died at his home at 
Lexington on January 24. A native of 
England, he came to the U. S. with a ship- 
ment of horses from Tattersalls in 1891, 
and remained in this country. 

His father had been prominent in Eng- 
lish racing, and he himself was a success- 
ful trainer. He trained for Edwin Gard- 
ner, of near Nashville, Tenn., for George 
Hendrie, of Detroit, and for George M. 
Hendrie, of Canada. He was with the lat- 
ter owner for about 25 years. 

Mr. Walters was especially successful 
at training horses for a distance. He won 
the two-mile Toronto Cup and the 214-mile 
Ontario Jockey Club Cup with Rancher, 
and the two-mile Louisville Cup with Great 
Britain. With Rancher and Great Britain 
he won the Toronto Cup for three consecu- 
tive years. 

More recently, after he retired from 
training, he owned in partnership with 
George M. Hendrie a breeding farm near 
Versailles, Ky. William Walters, a brother, 
operated a training establishment at New- 
market, England, for many years. It now 
is being continued by William Long, a 
brother-in-law. 

Survivors include his widow, Mrs. Mary 
Dahl Walters; a daughter, Mrs. John 
Hanby. Washington, D. C.; a son, William 
Walters, Lexington; and some _ brothers 
and sisters in England.

The Mayer Sale of 2-Year-Olds: 
Average of $12,451 for 51 Head 


Los ANGELES 

On a cold night that gave the ladies a 
splendid excuse (as though they needed 
one) for showing off their mink coats, 51 
2-year-olds owned and bred by Louis B. 
Mayer were auctioned off for a total of 
$635.000, or an average of almost $12.451. 

This sale. the fourth in a series to liqui- 
date Mayer’s Turf empire. was held under 
a big tent in the stable area at Hollywood 
Park on January 24. Almost everyone had 
cold feet—and it wasn’t all caused by the 
weatherman. Buyers weren't ready for 
the stiff plunge they had taken a year ago, 
and this time—if you measure the sale by 
the one last winter—they hardly got their 
feet good and wet. Everyone had antici- 
pated a sharp drop in prices, but they 
weren't quite ready for what almost 
amounted to a collapse. 

A year ago Mayer auctioned 39 2-year- 
olds for a total of $1,033,227, or an aver- 
age of $26,493. Practically no one would 
believe it. Well, results of this latest sale 
are probably easier to understand. 

There were some good prices, but An- 
nouncer Humphrey Finney and Auctioneer 
George Swinebroad had to work hard for 
them all, the good and the bad. Topping 
the sale was Honeys Sister—sister to the 
fine race mare Honeymoon, as her name 
suggests. 

H. M. Warner. who bid in Honeymoon 
for $135,000 two years ago, got her baby 
sister for $57.200 after a lively duel with 
William G. Helis and Leslie Combs 2nd. 
At $57,100 Combs dropped out, thinking 
that Helis had made the winning bid. The 
latter, apparently quite willing to let War- 
ner have the filly. dropped out also with 
the remark, “If you are a little short, I'll 
be glad to let you have some.” 

Warner did not need the extra $100, or 
any further encouragement. The daugh- 
ter of *Beau Pere—Panoramic, by Chance 
Shot, was the only horse Warner bought 
all evening. 

As usual, Louis Bronstein was a busy 
and successful bidder. The mile-high ice 
cream cone man—who can’t be doing 
much business in this sort of weather— 
spent $140.500 for seven head. getting 
Moderator, a brother to Grandpere. for 
$36,500, and Family Pride, a sister to 
Moneybags. for $17,500. 

Trainer H. L. Daniels, who has con- 
ducted a public stable in California for 
many years. bought nine head for a total 


of $102.500. After the sale was over. 
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Daniels said he was bidding for William 
Goetz, Mayer's son-in-law who was a 
heavy buyer at the Mayer auction of brood- 
mares and stallions last November. Last 
fall Daniels trained Main Flight for 
Goetz, but the filly broke a leg and was 
destroyed. They are back in business 
again, good. 

Los Angeles Oilman George W. Ring 
and his charming wife, Connie, spent an 
even $100.000—well. fairly even—for 
three 2-year-olds to add to their stable. 
which already contains Fleet Rings, the 
$46.000 filly from last summer’s Keene- 
land sales. They went to $50,000 for 
Sybil. by *Beau Pere out of the high-class 
Pompey mare Whirlabout. Although Sybil 
is her first foal, this reporter rather ex- 
pected she would top the sales. The Rings 
also went to $42.000 for Conversion, a 
brother to Solidarity. He is also a brother 
to Good Excuse, and to Imperial Rock. 
the colt which topped last winter's sale 
at $70.000. Imperial Rock has not yet 
started. 

To add another purely personal belief. 
the nicest bargain of the evening was Let’s 
Vote. a beautifully conformed chestnut by 
*Alibhai out of Allegiance. by Sun Teddy. 
which went to Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Seley 
for $6,000. If this reporter had anything 
more than an extremely modest bank ac- 
count, the Seleys, fine people that they are. 
would never have gotten Let’s Vote for 
that sum. You will remember they won 
the $50.000 California Breeders Champion 
Stakes on the opening day at Santa Anita 
with Duplicator. They are putting some 
of the money back into another good horse. 

The 15 *Beau Peres sold for an average 
of $19.866, which hardly compares with 
the average of $32.666 brought by 18 
*Beau Peres a year ago. The 10 *Alib- 
hais sold for an average of $14.250. Last 
year five of his offspring sold for an aver- 
age of $39,500. The 10 Thumbs Ups 
brought an average of $11.050. The seven 
Free Frances averaged $6.585. the five 
by *Hunters Moon 4th averaged $3.380 
and the three by *Domingo averaged 
$5,666. 

There was one withdrawal from the sale. 
*Queensland, a filly by Manitoba. was not 
sold because of a cataract on an eye.

It was from Cheny that James Weather- 
by. Jr. drew chiefly when he published, in 
1791. An Introduction to a General Stud 
Book, though he drew from private records 
ys far as they were available, and of 
course from many minor sources. He drew 
also from Pick’s Historical Account of 
Yorkshire Races, a reasonably complete 
history of racing in the 
shire of York from 1709 to 
1785. This book, not pub- 
lished until 1786. also con- 
tained a collection of pedigrees. It had 
been felt for many years that a general 
stud book was desirable, to prevent falsi- 
fication of pedigrees and to eliminate hon- 
est mistakes as well. 


The First 
Stud Book 


Weatherby’s introductory volume could 
of course go no further back than his 
sources, and consequently it is only occa- 
sionally that he records foals of years 
earlier than 1750. A few appear. however, 
going back as early as 1711. 

That this book was filled with mistakes 
was unavoidable. Weatherby himself was 
so sure of it that in addition to several 
pages of “Errata and Addenda.” he 
printed several blank pages under the 
same head, in order that owners of the 
book might write in what additional errors 
were discovered. But it represented a 
start, and it adopted the form which the 
stud books of all countries have preserved. 
almost unchanged, to the present day. 
Volume I of the General Stud Book ap- 
peared two years later, in 1793. The in- 
troduction contained 207 pages. Volume 
I, in its final edition, has more than 400. 
It was revised in 1803. 1808, 1827, 1858. 
and finally on its one-hundredth anniver- 
sary, 1891. The book still remains the 
property of the Weatherby family. 

And now we are prepared to answer. 
strictly from an English point of view. the 
first question. “What is a Thoroughbred?” 
It is a horse which traces back in all 
branches, without flaw. to animals regis- 
tered in the General Stud Book. 

It may have in its veins the blood of 
Arab, Barb, Turk, galloway. Scotch pony, 
cart horse, draft breed, Highland Dun. and 
heaven knows what else, though it will 
always be predominantly Arabian, Barb, 
or Turk. But it is descended from horses

which, in the main, proved themselves on 
the race course, and whose descendants 
have proved themselves on the same test- 
ing ground, for approximately 250 years. 
Originally no more than the intention of 
being a race horse was needed to obtain 
entry, but the General Stud Book is now 
a closed circle; no blood not already in it 
can be admitted. 

To put it another way, the Thorough- 
bred is a horse descended, in all lines. 
from ancestors which were bred and 
trained for racing for approximately 250 
years, and which were selected as breeding 
stock primarily by their performance. 

Perhaps a rather summary distinction 
among the three Eastern breeds which 
made up the great bulk of the ancestry of 
the Thoroughbred is in order. -The Arab 
came from Arabia, of course, from a breed 
which was cultivated by the Bedouins for 


centuries. A pleasant myth is 
Eastern that Mohammed shut all the 
Sources horses he could get into an 


enclosure without water for a 
few days, then released them in sight of 
a stream. As the horses thundered away 
to water, a trumpeter blew a battle call. 
Most of the herd went sensibly on, a few 
turned obediently back, and from these 
few the great Arabian strains were bred.

Not a week goes by that THE BLoop- 
Horse doesn’t receive inquiries from per- 
sons seeking information about racing and 
breeding. 

Sometimes the questions are specific 
enough to permit short, specific answers. 
But quite often someone will ask to be 
told “everything about the Thoroughbred 
horse.” 

To answer such requests THe BLoop- 
Horse in 1942 published the booklet An 
Introduction to the Thoroughbred Horse, 
written by J. A. Estes and Joe H. Palmer. 
It was so well received that another print- 
ing soon was necessary. This also was ex- 
hausted, but we still receive the queries. 

With slight revisions to bring it up to 
date, a third printing is being prepared. 
It will first be published serially in this 
magazine, then will be offered in booklet 
form. This is the first installment. Others 
will follow in the near future.

The story is valuable only to indicate 
how long the Arab has been bred and for 
how many centuries the necessities of war 
have shaped his destiny. Physically the 
Arabian horse, mostly bay, stood about 
1414 hands high at the withers, weighed 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds, had hard, dense 
bone, and a short back, and the general 
ability to carry weight for long distances 
under adverse conditions. 

The Barb got his name from Barbary 
(North Africa), whence he was brought 
into Spain by the Moors. A bit coarser 
than the Arab, he was of about the same 
size, and was also known for his speed and 
endurance. The Turk, a mixture of Arab, 
Persian, and other Asiatic breeds. was 
somewhat larger. standing from 15 to 16 
hands high, and was more like the modern 
Thoroughbred in size and general appear- 
ance than the others. He came from 
Turkey, of course. Fundamentally, of 
course, these were all variations of light 
horses, springing from common ancestors. 

But not all of the early importations 
came with their proper credentials. The 
Lister or Stradling Turk, which was 
brought to England in the time of James I, 
was a part of the spoils of Buda. The 
Belgrade Turk was taken when Prince 
Eugene beat the Turks at Belgrade under 
the reign of Queen Anne. A good many 
others were the prizes of war, and they got 
their designation from the country whence 
they came. That is, a horse bought in Con- 
stantinople, or taken from the Turks, was 
pretty sure to be called a Turk, regardless 
of his actual ancestry, and an Arab 
brought from Spain or Barbary was likely 
to be considered a Barb. The difference 
among the three breeds, though they held 
in general, were not always enough to 
identify individuals beyond question. 

Of the many Eastern stallions intro- 
duced into England it is necessary to no- 
tice only a few, though it should be re- 
membered that the others. too, had their 
part in making up the breed. However. 
only three have male lines 
extant today. The earliest 
of these is the Byerly 
Turk, mentioned by 
Cheny as “Capt. Byerly’s charging horse” 
in the Irish wars. There is a story that he 
was captured from the Turks. but little 
else is known of him. He seems to have 
been foaled about 1679, and to have been 
in the stud as late as 1698. 

The Godolphin Arabian was foaled 
about 1724. He stood about 15 hands high,

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or an inch less, and several stories are 
told of him. According to one he was a 
present to Louis XIV of France by the 
Emperor of Morocco. Another is that he 
was stolen and taken to Paris. He got to 
England. at all events, and eventually 
came to the stud of the Earl of Godolphin. 
There is some argument that he was a 
Barb and not an Arabian. but since this is 
chiefly based on surviving paintings, it 
seems idle. 

The Darley Arabian has a slightly more 
certain origin. He was bought in Aleppo 
by Thomas Darley and sent to his father 
in England, arriving in 1704, at the age of 
four. He stood about 15 hands high. 
There are records in the stud book which 
show him to have had foals as late as 
1735, but these are probably in error. 

One other might be mentioned. At 
about the time of Queen Anne, a gray stal- 
lion called Alcock’s Arabian was brought 
to England. He seems to be responsible 
for the color of virtually all of the gray 
Thoroughbreds now living. It should be 
familiar to the student that a gray horse 
-must have at least one gray parent, and 
if the grays are followed through a pedi- 
gree, they will, with the scantiest of excep- 
tions, go to the Alcock Arabian, though 
some of them will also trace, also in an un- 
broken sequence of grays, to the Brown- 
low Turk. 

The other three left more sizeable lega- 
cies to the Turf. Every Thoroughbred in 
the world today traces in male line to the 
Darley Arabian, the Godolphin Arabian, 
or the Byerly Turk. 

In modern pedigrees, male lines (son 
to sire to grandsire, etc.) are traced only

sire of Eclipse (1764); the 
Byerly Turk is the great-great- 
Lines grandsire of Herod (1758); and 


the Godolphin Arabian is the 
grandsire of Matchem (1748). No other 
branches of the original: male lines exist. 
and modern horsemen trace pedigrees only 
to Herod, Matchem, or Eclipse, in male 
line. 

As the sires of the Thoroughbred race 
were few, so were their dams. Bruce 
Lowe, who probably did more work on 
female lines than anyone else, and to less 
purpose, estimated that there 
were fewer than 100 original 
mares in the stud book. Of 
these, only about 40 of the tap- 
root mares have persisted in tail-female 
line. There are other foundation mares 
in America, Australia, and _ elsewhere. 
which may descend from these but whose 
pedigrees cannot be traced exactly, but 
this aspect of the subject will be discussed 
elsewhere. 


Female 
Families 


Most of the tap-root mares are unnamed, 
and are designated by the name of the 
sire or their owner, as Burton’s Barb mare. 
Bustler mare, A Royal Mare, Mare by T. 
Gascoigne’s Foreign Horse, Sister to Old 
Merlin, etc., in the original records. Prior 
has pointed out that only three, Queen 
Anne’s Moonah Barb mare (imported in 
utero), the dam of Dodsworth, and a mare 
owned by Lord Arlington, have provable 
Eastern origins. It should be mentioned 
that the “Layton Barb mare” does not indi- 
cate the mare was a Barb, but that she 
was sired by a Barb. 


The foundation of the Thoroughbred, jy 
the main, consisted in breeding imported 
stallions to native mares, and in breeding 
the daughters of such matings either t 
other imported stallions, or to such sons 
and male-line descendants of imported 
stallions as had shown conspicuous merit, 
with the result that in the course of a fey 
generations the native blood had been ob. 
scured by the imported. The rage for im. 
ported stallions died out about a century 
after it began, probably because the 
horses which were being bred in England, 
particularly for racing and on a basis oj 
performance, became more successful thay 
miscellaneous and unraced stock which 
was brought in. From about 1750 for. 
ward, not a great deal of Arabian or other 
Eastern blood was imported, and the prog. 
ress of English breeding consisted in mat. 
ing the most successful mares to the mos 
successful sires. That is, inferior stock 
was discarded, the best retained. 

In the subsequent 200 years, the rage 
horse has grown a good deal physically, 
and the descendants of the original Arahs 
and Barbs are now considerably taller 
than their ancestors. Taking the average 
of the breed, the Thoroughbred’s height 
is probably almost 16 hands, or five feet, 
four inches, measured at the withers. |p 


1873. Admiral Rous de. 
Physical clared: “The stature of 
Progress Thoroughbred stock has in. 


creased since the year 1700 
an inch every 25 years, and whereas the 
average size of horses then was i3 hands 
3 inches, the average is now 15 hands 2 
inches, and they can carry twice as much 
weight as 100 years ago.” (These figures 
are probably not strictly accurate.) 

The modern Thoroughbred has grow 
in speed also, and can run away and hide 
from the modern Arabian. Several years 
ago the bar was raised against Arabian 
horses, and these can no longer be admit: 
ted to the American Stud Book. In a few 
brief words, the modern Thoroughbred is 
the result of selective breeding, over two 
centuries, for speed and stamina, as these 
are tested on the race course, and he has 
improved materially over the stock upon 
which his race was built.

Little of interest transpired during the 
busy holiday season except that a good 
type of sprinter named Chal (Portofino—

On January 3, with 140 pounds jy 
the saddle, he went down by a nose over 
six furlongs in 1:12 at the Morphettville 
race course, where there has been racing 
for more than 100 years. 

In winning the Christmas Handicap, 
Cellarman, which races in a_ breastplate, 
ran the 614 furlongs in the splendid time 
of 1:18, which is almost an Australian 
record for the distance. He is to race jp 
Melbourne in the autumn. 

On December 29 there was a surpris 
when Chieveley (Soltoi—Charivari) lasted 
long enough to defeat Mafelda (by Dark 
Lover, son of the great Dark Legend) jn 
the Port Adelaide Cup of £4,000. He had 
been regarded as only a miler, but in this 
race ran out fifteen furlongs like a trades.

The Runners Come Back 


To a Historical Place 


For the Thoroughbred Club of Ten- 
nessee, five general meetings have been 
planned this year by the new president, 
Robert L. Lancaster, of Spring Hill. They 
will be information programs held in 
Nashville, and varied with a barbecue or 
two. The speaker at an early meeting is 
to be Dr. A. C. Todd of the University of 
Kentucky, specialist on parasites. 

Young Mr. Lancaster is a new convert 
to the horse business, but the estate he 
occupies with his wife, the former Virginia 
Haynes, and her mother, widow of the late 
J. L. Haynes, is the oldest horse farm of 
note in middle Tennessee. It has been a 
horse nursery almost continuously since 
the late 1860's. 

When J. L. Haynes bought it in 1936 he 
called it Haynes Haven. From 1917 until 
that date it had been the Tolley Farm, and 
before that Woodlawn. Until recently it 
has raised trotters and pacers, American 
Saddle Horses, and Tennessee Walking 
Horses. 

Although he came from ranch country 
in Oklahoma, the horse bug did not bite 
Mr. Lancaster until his father-in-law died 
in the late fall of 1945, and he and his wife 
came to live at Haynes Haven and take 
charge of the 1,200-acre farm. He had 
just returned as a field artillery major 
after service in Europe with the United 
States Army. Preceding his military serv- 
ice he was in the oil business in Shreve- 
port, La. 

“Colonel Jack” Haynes’ taste had run to 
American Saddle and Tennessee Walking 
Horses, and he bred and exhibited both 
for about seven years. However, Mr. Lan- 
caster turned almost immediately to the 
Thoroughbred. The show horses of both 
breeds were sold off rather quickly, and 
so were all but a few of the Walking 
Horse breeding stock. This spring will 
see the complete dispersal of these horses. 
The five or six walkers will go to the Mur- 
ray Farm sale at Lewisburg in May, and 
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the nearly 40 saddlers to either the March 
or May Tattersalls auction at Lexington. 

In the summer of 1946 the first Thor- 
oughbred broodmares came to Haynes 
Haven. They were bought from Arthur 
B. Hancock, Jr.. of Paris, Ky. They were 
Toro Prodigy (Toro—Prodigy, by *Light 
Brigade), Sunana (Sun Edwin—Anastasia, 
by *Wrack). and Flawless (Gallant Fox— 
*Flambette, by *Durbar 2nd). *Flambette 
produced Flambino, dam of Fleam, Flares, 
and Omaha. 

At the 1948 Fall Sale at Keeneland, 
Toro Prodigy’s first-rate 1947 colt foal by 
Fighting Fox brought $6,100, the highest 
price of any of the Tennessee consign- 
ments. His buyer was Joel C. Farrell, of 
Nashville and Sandusky. Ohio, and he is 
to be trained by George C. White, of Nash- 
ville. 

Sunana’s 1947 Fenelon filly went to J. A. 
Herndon for $800. At the July sale Flaw- 
less’ yearling colt by Some Chance brought 
$3,500 from A. S. Hewitt. agent. 

The only 1948 foal from these three was 
Toro Prodigy’s bay colt by the Ascot Gold 
Cup winner Flares. However, a good- 
looking bay filly by Royal Nap represents 
Betsy Bee, a 7-year-old daughter of Seven 
Star—Baggaret. by Bagenbaggage. bought 
from Jo B. Morgan, Jr., vice president of 
the Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee. In- 
cidentally, Betsy Bee is the only one not 
expecting a 1949 foal. Flawless is due one 
by *Rhodes Scholar. sire of the leading 
1948 3-year-old in England, Black Tar- 
quin. Sunana is in foal to Apache, and 
Toro Prodigy to *Sir Gallahad 3rd. War 
Bug is due a February foal by *Bern- 
borough. 

On her good looks and her elite rela- 
tives, War Bug appears to be the queen of 
the harem. By War Admiral—Buginarug, 
by Blue Larkspur, she is therefore half 
sister to By Jimminy and Bless Me. At 
the 1945 Keeneland Summer Sales Point- 
a-View Stud Farm bought her from Idle 
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Hour Farm, Inc., for $16,000. While in 
training she injured a hip in the starting 
gate. The Lancasters bought her last 
summer. 

In her medium size and compact build, 
War Bug resembles War Admiral. which 
took after his maternal grandsire Sweep 
rather than his sire Man o’ War. The 
durable Ben Brush—Bramble type appeal 
especially to Tennessee horsemen, as the 
little son of *Bonnie Scotland—lIvy Leaf, 
by *Australian, was a product of the old 
Belle Meade Stud, Nashville, and founded 


one of the current American sire lines. 


WAY BACK. The Lancaster Thorough: 
breds are not the first of the breed on this 
historic farm. Back in the 1870’s Thomas 
H. Gibson owned the stallion General 
Rousseau, a bay of 1861 by Commodore— 
Noty Price, by Cost Johnson, by Boston, 
bred by Hon. Balie Peyton of Gallatin, 28 
miles northeast of Nashville. The prevail: 
ing horse type of that section then and for 
50 years afterwards was the pacing sad: 
dler, an appreciable number of which con- 
tained some Thoroughbred blood, a com 
modity in which Tennessee was richer than 
Kentucky, say, in the 30’s and 40's. Itis 
said that some of General Rousseau’s get 
from the native saddle mares were extra 
durable and could “do anything”—trot. 
pace, gallop, and “saddle.” 

Thomas Gibson, an ex-Confederate cap: 
tain from Nashville, acquired Woodlawn 
through his wife Lucy, daughter of Dr. 
Spivy McKissack, who had moved over 
from Raleigh, N. C., a few years before 
the Civil War. During his time the place 
contained about 500 acres, and it grew to 
1,000 under Gibson. The latter raised 
Shorthorn cattle and Southdown and Cots 
wold sheep from stock he had imported 
from England. 

In 1868 Gibson was winning prizes with 
his saddle horses at the nearby Columbia

Ye for that distance. He also ran third to Assault and Natchez in the Belmont Stakes. Cable had record 
aie speed. Speed coupled with an outstanding pedigree are prime requisites for a successful sire. 
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fair. In 1873 he and his neighbor, Major 
Campbell Brown, brought from Kentucky 
the trotting stallion Trouble, brother to 
Altamont. Gibson alone had acquired the 
“Kentucky” saddle stallion known as Gib- 
son’s John Dillard, Jr., one of the earliest 
horses of this kind brought to Tennessee. 
His sire was one of the original American 
Saddle Horse foundation animals, while 
his own blood lived on in many a Ten- 
nessee saddle horse or racing pacer. 

But the horse that is today most often 
connected with Gibson is Tom Hal, the 
pacing Saddle Horse which founded a na- 
tionally known family of fast pacers and 
a more locally known Saddle Horse tribe 
whose blood flows in the back lines of to- 
day’s Tennessee Walking Horse. He ap- 
pears in the American Trotting Register as 
Tom Hal, Jr., though usually called Gib- 
son’s Tom Hal, in spite of the fact that he 
was at Woodlawn only from the fall of 
1879 to the fall of 1880. 

When the Gibsons sold Woodlawn about 
1883 and moved to Nashville, there was a 
period when it was not used for horses. 
Then Joe R. and Charlie J. Smith, hard- 
ware and coal dealers of Birmingham, 
Ala., reconverted it into a horse farm un- 
der its old name. About 1895 they built 
the mile track that the Lancasters plan to 
restore to use. Among the trotters and 
pacers owned by the Smiths were Fred S. 
Wilkes and Ella Brown, dam of Walter 
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Direct. 

After the Smiths sold out in 1900, Henry 
Pointer, of Franklin, and J. Brice Martin, 
of New York, were the successive owners 
of Woodlawn. In 1917 W. M. Tolley, 
whiskey distiller from Lynchburg and 
Chattanooga, succeeded to the title. As 
the Tolley Farm the old place became fa- 
mous as the home of the great pacing sire 
Napoleon Direct. It was the nursery of 


many speedy pacers including Billy Direct, 
son of Napoleon Direct, and fastest har. 
ness racer of all time, with a mark of 1:55 
for the mile, made in 1938. Billy Direc 
was foaled at the Tolley Farm in 1934 by 
was bred by a New England owner. 

In 1936, some years after Mr. Tolley’s 
death, his sons sold the horses and _ the 
farm, then containing 560 acres. That 
same year J. L. Haynes bought the place, 
He had originated near Murfreesboro, 
about 22 miles east of Spring Hill, and re. 
turned to Tennessee after selling some 
very lucrative oil land in Louisiana. 

In 1938 Haynes Haven started showing 
walking horses, then gaited American Sad. 
dlers. Haynes’ Peacock and Greater 
Glory outwalked the best of their kind, 
while King’s Guard and King Christian 
were the best of the gaited element. Col. 
onel Jack rode the walking horses himself 
and was aboard the Peacock for both of 
his walking horse “Celebration” grand 
championships at Shelbyville. Tenn., in 
1940 and 1941. 

Both the Colonial style house and the 
long stone stable were Haynes-built. The 
old Gibson frame house burned in 1936 
while being refurbished. Two of the old 
Tolley barns are still in use.

For the sixth consecutive year. and for 
the seventh time since 1939, *Sir Gallahad 
3rd leads the list of American broodmare 
sires. 

The son of *Teddy—Plucky Liege. by 
Spearmint. now 29 years old. is repre. 
sented in the totals for 1948 by earnings 
of $938.989 in first money. the winnings 
of 207 offspring of 130 of his daughters, 

Man o° War is second to *Sir Gallahad 
3rd in the standings. as he has been for 
the last six years. To his credit is $866. 
941 in first money. from 135 offspring of 
85 mares. 

The English sire Hyperion is third with 
$732.530. He had five winners in 1948, 
from four daughters. Stimulus and 
*Sickle are next. Third and fourth, re. 
spectively, in 1947, they are fourth and 
fifth in the summaries for 1948. 

The remainder of the list of 20 lead- 
ing broodmare sires for 1948, considering 
first money only. resembles the 1947 list in 
many respects. Sixteen names are on both 
lists. New to the roster of 1948 are Hy. 
perion, Flying Heels. *St. Germans. and 
Equipoise. Insco, Black Toney. On Watch, 
and Reigh Count are the displaced sires. 

*Sir Gallahad 3rd, which has a remark- 
able record as a broodmare sire. first ap- 
peared in the summaries for 1933, when 
he was represented by the produce of three 
daughters. They had three winners of 
five races and $2,400 in first money. By 
1937 he was among the 20 leading sires, 
and has remained there ever since. He 
led the list in 1939, gained the lead again 
in 1943, and has held this position since. 
His total first money since 1933 is 
$6.444.554. 

Man War. though represented by 
fewer mares, has been a worthy and per- 
sistent rival. He has been second to *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd since 1943, and was second 
to *Chicle in 1942. Since 1933. when he 
first joined the 20 leaders. he has not been 
lower than eighth. His total since 1929 
is $6.203.143. 

Stimulus has been among the first five 
during four of the last five years. Stimu- 
lus stood at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne 
Stud, home of *Sir Gallahad 3rd. 

Hyperion’s appearance in third place is 
noteworthy. The four daughters repre: 
sented are *Hydroplane 2nd (dam of Cita 
tion), *Chantress (dam of Saggy. the only 
horse to defeat Citation in 1948), 
*Garland 2nd (dam of Miss G. G.) and 
*Therm (dam of Sassanid and Grumpito). 

Insco (a son of *Sir Gallahad 3rd) and 
Black Toney. which were among the 20 
leaders in 1947, were not far below them 
in 1948. Insco had a credit of $258,002 
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(less than $2,500 below Chance Shot) and 
Black Toney had $245,203. 


WINS AND WINNERS. *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd. Man o’ War, and Stimulus are 
the top three from the standpoint of the 
most wins and the most winners. *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd leads in both divisions.

This was Delegate’s second straight tri- 
umph in the Inaugural, and his second 
victory in as many starts here this winter. 
He is scheduled to run back in the longer 
Palm Beach Handicap on January 26. He 
also won that race last winter. 

Ocean Drive and Olympia, Derby hopes 
of Mr. Hooper, finished a half-length apart 
in the seven-furlong Hibiscus, with the 
first-named levelling off impressively 
through the stretch to overhaul his stable- 
mate. 

As planned, both colts will now seek 
bigger game at Santa Anita Park. They 
were to have left in a chartered DC-4 plane 
for California last Friday night.

Both colts 
will run in the $50,000 San Felipe and the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Derby. after which 
they will be flown back to Hialeah Park 
in ample time to prep for the $50,000 Fla- 
mingo on March 3. 

Incidentally, Parke was not satisfied 
with Willie Garner’s ride on Olympia in 
the Hibiscus. “He made too much use of 
him,” said Ivan, “in the first half-mile. He 
must have thought he was still running 
against the Quarter Horse Stella Moore. 
I don’t know why he did it.” 


Parke hinted that Eddie Arcaro prob. 
ably would be engaged to ride Ocean 
Drive in his Santa Anita stakes. while 
Garner again will be atop Olympia. Ther 
seems little doubt now that Ocean Driye 
is the huskier over a distance. 

The victory of Three Rings in the mile. 
and-a-furlong Royal Palm Handicap was 
not wholly unexpected, though most of the 
experts had expected the race might re. 
solve itself into a duel between Calume 
Farm’s Faultless, winner the week before 
of the Tropical Handicap, and Fred Han. 
mer’s South American *Marchons 2nd, 
Faultless, somewhat of an unpredictable 
horse, finished a non-threatening third, 
while *Marchons 2nd was last in the field 
of nine.
